1 . EOLLOWING ARE POINTS LIKELY TO BE RAISED, OR WHICH VICE 
PRESIDENT MAY WISH TO RAISE, DURING MEETINGS WITH 
PORTUGUESE DURING VISIT. 

2. PRESIDENT EANES: 

(A) POINTS LIKELY TO BE RAISED: 

- PORTUGAL IS CURRENTLY IN THE PROCESS OE CONSOLIDATING 
THE DEMOCRATIC GAINS OE THE 1974 REVOLUTION. DEMOCRATIC 
INSTITUTIONS ARE IN PLACE AND EUNCTIONING, PERHAPS 
WITHOUT THE DESIRED DEGREE OE EEFICIENCY. 

- DESPITE THEIR TOO EREQUENT SQUABBLING, THE DEMOCRATIC 
PARTIES ARE COOPERATING IN THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY TO 
ISOLATE THE COMMUNISTS. THE LATTER, HOWEVER, REMAIN EXTREMELY 
DANGEROUS AND WILL OPPOSE DEMOCRATIC CONSOLIDATION EVEN TO THE 
EXTENT OE TRYING TO PROVOKE A RIGHTIST DICTATORSHIP. THEY WILL NOT 
BE ALLOWED TO SUCCEED.

(A) POINTS LIKELY TO BE RAISED:

ESSENTIAL TO THE CONSOLIDATION OF DEMOCRACY IN 
PORTUGAL. 
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- PORTUGUESE AUTHORITIES ARE CLOSELY EOLLOWING 
DEVELOPMENTS IN SOUTHERN EUROPE, ESPECIALLY EVENTS IN 
ERANCE, ITALY, AND SPAIN. SOCIALIST PARTIES IN ALL 

THREE COUNTRIES ARE WORKING TO STRENGTHEN DEMOCRATIC 
INSTITUTIONS. 

- DESPITE THEIR SQUABBLES WITH THE GOVERNMENT, THE OTHER 
DEMOCRATIC PARTIES ARE COOPERATING WITH THE SOCIALISTS

ARE POSITIVE. RECOGNITION OE THE LUANDA GOVERNMENT AND

- THE CONTINUED USG USE OE THE AZORES EACILITIES 

IS NOT AT ISSUE IN THE EORTHCOMING BASE NEGOTIATIONS.

(B) POINTS TO RAISE: 

- THE USG COMMITMENT TO THE LOAN IS FIRM.

(A) POINTS LIKELY TO BE RAISED: 

- THE U.S. SHOULD MAKE SPECIAL PROVISIONS TO ACCEPT 
MORE PORTUGUESE EMIGRANTS AND REFUGEES FROM THE FORMER 
AFRICAN COLONIES. 

- U.S. ASSISTANCE IS NEEDED TO START SCHOOLS OF PUBLIC 
ADMINISTRATION AND SOCIAL COMMUNICATIONS AT LISBON'S 
CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY. 

(B) POINTS TO RAISE: 

PORTUGAL CURRENTLYUSES ONLY 12,000 OF ITS 20,000 
EMIGRATION LIMITATION. AN INTENSIVE EFFORT BY PRIVATE U.S. 
AGENCIES TO FIND JOBS OUTSIDE TRADITIONAL AREAS OF EMIGRATION.

- THE USG SHOULD SEEK TO DIRECT BADLY NEEDED DEVELOPMENT 
EUNDS TO THE AZORES. 

(B) POINTS TO RAISE: 

- YOU HAVE PLAYED AN IMPORTANT ROLE IN HELPING THE U.S. 

PORTUGUESE COMMUNITY UNDERSTAND POLITICAL DEVELOPMENTS 
IN PORTUGAL. 

- PORTUGAL CURRENTLY USES ONLY 12,000 OE ITS 20,000 
EMIGRATION LIMITATION. THE CONGRESS IS RELUCTANT TO 
OPEN THE ' PANDORA'S BOX" OP SPECIAL NATIONAL PREPERENCES.

6. SOCIAL DEMOCRATIC LEADER SA CARNEIRO: (NOTE: SA 
CARNEIRO WILL HAVE JUST RETURNED FROM THE UNITED STATES, 

WHERE HE UNDERWENT MEDICAL TREATMENT AND ADDRESSED THE COUNCIL 
ON FOREIGN RELATIONS.) 

(A) POINTS LIKELY TO BE RAISED: 

- THE USG MUST PLAY A MORE AGGRESSIVE ROLE IN EAST- WEST 
RELATIONS, PARTICULARLY IN AFRICA, WHERE SOVIET EXPANSIONISM 
IS MANIFEST AND GROWING. 

- THE SOCIALIST GOVERNMENT IS TOO NARROWLY BASED AND 
LACKS TECHNICAL AND ECONOMIC EXPERTISE. AN UNDERSTANDING 
BETWEEN THE PS AND PSD WOULD ASSURE AN ASSEMBLY MAJORITY, 

BUT SOARES HAS CONSISTENTLY REJECTED THIS OPTION. 

(B) POINTS TO RAISE: 

- THE ROLE OF A DEMOCRATIC OPPOSITION IS A THANKLESS 
TASK; THE PSD HAS PERFORMED ADMIRABLY. 

7. CENTER DEMOCRATIC LEADER FREITAS DO AMARAL: 

(A) POINTS LIKELY TO BE RAISED: 

- THE CDS DIFFERS WITH GOVERNMENT ON ECONOMIC 

AND OTHER ISSUES, BUT HAS AND WILL CONTINUETO SUPPORT IT IN 
THE LEGISLATURE SO LONG AS THE CDS IS CONSULTED. 
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- THE PORTUGUESE RIGHT IS A GROWING DANGER. 

(B) POINTS TO RAISE: (NOTE: FREITAS DO AMARAL IS 
EXPECTED TO ASSUME THE CHAIRMANSHIP OF THE 
ASSEMBLY COMMITTEE ON ADMINISTRATIVE REFORM IN THE 
NEAR FUTURE.) 

- AS IN THE U.S., ADMINISTRATIVE REFORM IS BADLY 

NEEDED; BUREAUCRATIC INEFEICIENCY HAS BEEN MAJOR OBSTACLE 
TO EFEECTIVE GOVERNMENT THE WORLD OVER.

8. LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY PRESIDENT VASCO DA GAMA FERNANDES:

INEFFICIENCY, IT IS FINALLY BEGINNING TO HIT ITS STRIDE. 
CURRENTLY BEFORE IT ARE GOVERNMENT PROPOSALS OF CRITICAL 
IMPORTANCE. THESE MUST NOT LANGUISH IN THE ASSEMBLY. 

(B) POINTS TO RAISE: 

- PORTUGAL'S RECORD ON HUMAN RIGHTS IS EXEMPLARY, AS IS 
YOUR OWN. WE LOOK FORWARD TO CLOSE COLLABORATION ON THE 
HUMAN RIGHTS ISSUE. 

- AS VICE PRESIDENT OF THE CONSTITUENT ASSEMBLY, YOU WERE 
INTIMATELY INVOLVED IN DRAFTING OF THE CONSTITUTION. HOW
